THE RUSSIAN TREATY.

This treaty, annexing the Russian posses¬
sions in North America to the United States,
has been ratified, and we have the satisfaction
of knowing that when wc do get back into the

Union, it will be a considerably larger Union
than when wc left it. There appears to be

some doubt as to the character and extent of

the advantages of which we will then be par¬
takers. Tho most liberal statement of the

friends of the treaty, embrace positive coal

mines, possible gold mines, a sufficient supply
of furs, a surplus of fish, and ice enough to

make a national ice-house, and to do away
with the necessity of a protective tariff on the

domestic manufacture of that very important
article.
Mr. SEWARD'S diplomatic life has been very

eventful, and with great difficulties he has had,
thanks to us, great success. Although ably
supported by Mr. ADAMS, at London, and Mr.

DAYTON, at Paris, he has owed much to fortune
and to General GRANT; and the Trent affair,
after all, can only take its place iu diplomatic
history as au ingenious extrication from a not

very pardonable blunder. But the foreign
minist er who has added 880,000 square miles

to the area of the republic, has certninly some

solid ground to stand upon, and as that terri¬

tory is said to contain the highest mountain in
the world, he has provided a fit pinnacle from

which the American Eagle can, when the days
of good feeling come back, "spread itself"
over the immense country ihai will then lie

peacefully beneath the shadow of its wings.
And now, as this is achieved, and especially as

thc " sixty day " notes no longer need renewal,
but have been paid up in full with interest, the
venerable SIMEON, of the Slate Department,
can say to Mr. JOHNSON: NOW let thy servant

depart iu the blessed hope of diplomatic im-

mortality.
The treaty is a wise one, and the Senate did

right to ratify it even if tho territory is not as

valuable as represented. And the price is

scarcely worth considering when we reflect
that either Mr. PEABODY, Mr. ASTOR, or Com¬
modore VANDERBILT could have paid it, or Mr.
JEROME could have bought and divided it into

prize farms to the successful competitors for

"gentlemanly conduct."
It is very clear that, following the instinct

of proprietorship that is always developed from

a plantation*to an empire, we intend to own

this continent, "from the centre all round to

the sea,'' and to realize the humorous anticipa¬
tion of one of our old-time statesmen, who,
upon the acquisition of louisiana, exclaimed:
"We are growing-we are growing." Just
think what splendid mileage those fellows will
have who are Senators from Patagonia and thé
North Pole.

limply contemptible. It is mean in the extreme
br Northern journals and publishers, who in
rarious ways have the odds largely in their favor
a avail themselves of their advantages to taunt
.hose who are less favored and thwart their efforts
n their own behalf. It shows a lamentable wont
)f pluck for Southern editors to whine at Northern
tttacks instead ofrepaying them manfully. If the
satire of Harper's Weekly is too keen and is some¬
times extravagantly partisan and unjust, the rem¬
edy lies not in denunciation of it but in making a
.ocort in laud. For every severe cartoon thatNew
fork finds material for in the South, Charleston
ind New Orleans, if their eyes were open, could
levise two that should tell against New York. It
s not surprising that much of our literature in¬
spires resentment, because much of it is disgrace¬
ful and libellous ; but the South will find it no

jasy matter to suppress it, and had much better
jegin to make a compensating literature of its
iwn.

Now there is in all this, undoubtedly, a great
leal of truth ; and we cnn assure the Rouud
Tulle, that our "eyes are open," and that we
;an see the beam in our brother's eye, as well
is the mote in our own. We have at divers
imes in a very mild and modest way attempted
o hold the mirror up to nature in tl\e manucr

indicated in the above paragraph; and imme-
liatelr there was a hue aud cry, both at home
md abroad, that we were keeping up strife,
jenerating bad blood, and doing mischief gen¬
ially ; and that a peaceful reconstruction
îould not be accomplished by any such pro-
jess. As we desired peace and harmony above

L'verylhing else, we promptly ceased our efforts
in that direction, and can only regret that our

Northern cotemporaries should not bc actuated
ty a like impulse, bury the hatchet, and wit h a

nauly and a Christian spirit, give us, if not

positive aid, at least the benefit of a neutral ac-

ptiesceue, and not retard the good work by
heir malevolent papers and pictorials.
View it from what stand point we may, thc ccn-

luct of the HARPERS is main beyond all ex-

iression. This house owes its immense wealth
md influence in a very large measure to thc
South. These States, for many years before

cart dray or wagon, shall be provided with a badge con¬

taining the number thereof, and marked Private, to be
placed on the outside of the shaft
SEC. 2. No person shall be taken by the Treasurer as

surety to any bond under the Ordinance concerning li¬
censes for carts, drays, wagons and other .carriages, un¬

less ho or sho be a freeholder.
SEC. 3. The following shall hereafter be the rates for

licenses for public and private carts, drays, wagons, kc,
including the horses or mules used thereof, which shall
be free from other taxation:
PUBLIC CASTS, DBAY8, ETC., OB THOSE EMPLOYED Cf AKT
BUSINESS WHATEVER, FOB BIBS DIRECT OB DfDIEECT.
For every cart dray or wagon, drawn by one horse or

mule, 120.
For every cart, dray or wagon, drawn by two horses or

mule*, 530.
For every hack and carriage with two wheels, $20.
For every hack and carriage with four wheels, $40.
For every stage or omnibus (except Une omnibus),

with two horses, $50.
For every stage or omnibus (except Une omnibus],

drawn by four horses, $60.
For every truck drawn by two or more horses ormutes,

$60.
For every express wagon drawn by two or more horses

or mules, $60.
BREAD CAETS AND PRIVATE CARTS, DRATS, ETC.

For every bread cart or wagon, $5.
For every cart, dray or wagon, used for private or do¬

mestic purposes, and not to be employed to the trans¬

porting of goods, wares, merchandise, lumber, or any
other commodity, for compensation, either directly or

indirectly for the same, shall pay for a license the som of

55, exclusive of the horse or mule.
